German-made heavy machine gun bunkers are built of reinforced concrete, 
and have an outer diameter of 5-6 meters, and an inner diameter of 
2-2,5 meters. The roof is 1,6-1, 8 meters thick. The bunkers are 
1,5-1. 8 meters high, and extend 1.5-2 meters underground. "Most" of the 
bunkers are surrounded by a barbed wire entanglement 7-8 meters wide and 
4U-50 centimeters high,

Martar Emplacements 

Mortar emplacements for two to five mortars are constructed with the 
same general plan as the heavy machine gun emplacements. All the mortar 
emplacements have the same dimensions, with a stone foundation of 
40-50 centimeters and walls of 35-40 centimeters thick. Adjacent 
emplacements are placed at 7-8 meter intervals. The over-all length of 
a 5-mortar emplacement is 40-50 meters. The portion of the emplacement 
line above ground is shown in Figure #3, Appendix E. The entrances of
